A resident of P'yongyang stated on 12 June that the North Korean Army GHQ 
had no plan for a June offensive, and that the "End the war by the first 
anniversary offensive" was only political propaganda. According to a 
North Korean military contact in the field, however, a big push is planned, 
beginning in the rainy season with the main effort on the west and feints 
in theeast and center.
